The  beauty  of  these  kinot  is  brought  to  life 
through  musical  settings  by  the  most  distinguished 
synagogue  composers  of  European  Jewry,  who 
were  inspired  to  compose  the  heartfelt,  soul¬ 
stirring  a  cappella  music  sung  during  this  service. 

Congregants  and  their  friends,  who  are  home 
at  this  time  of  summer,  are  encouraged  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  this  unique  service,  when  the  lights 
of  the  Sanctuary  are  dimmed,  candles  are  lit  and 
the  events  of  the  past  are  recalled  through  the 
reading  of  the  Book  of  Lamentations,  selections 
of  appropriate  poetry  and  the  singing  of  liturgical 
music.

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The  Annual  Report  of  the  Chairman  to  the  Congregation 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Welcome  to  the  104th  annual  congregational 
meeting  of  the  membership  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  I  would  like  to  review  with  you  some 
of  the  highlights  of  this  past  year.

1250  families,  an  all-time  high.  In  November  we 
hosted  a  champagne  reception  for  our  100  new 
families  and  we  thank  Hanna  Lyttle  for  chairing 
the  evening. 

Congregants  occupy  virtually  every  seat  for 
High  Holiday  services  and  there  is  a  waiting  list 
for  membership  seating. 

Services:  We  continue  to  enjoy  large  attendance 
on  Shabbat  mornings  celebrating  a  Bar/Bat  Mitz- 
vah  almost  weekly.  Our  Rabbis,  Cantor,  Assis¬ 
tant  Cantor,  Organist  and  Choir,  Head  Usher  and 
his  committee  of  ushers  contribute  greatly  to  the 
beauty  and  dignity  of  our  services. 

Our  Shabbat  “child-minding”  program  con¬ 
tinued  for  children  ages  18  months  to  7  years.

Our  cash  flow  problems  of  several  years 
ago  have  improved  significantly  as  a  result  of  the 
growth  of  our  membership,  generosity  of  our 
members  and  cost  controls. 

Of  prime  importance  last  year  and  for  the  future 
is  your  continued  support  of  our  Yoni  Kippur  Ap¬ 
peal,  which  is  our  only  major  fund  raising  effort. 
Last  year  we  had  50%  participation  and  topped 
our  previous  high,  but  we  hope  to  do  better. 

Our  Endowment  Fund  also  grew  primarily 
from  the  sale  of  Memorial  Windows.  An  endow¬ 
ment  fund  is  vital  to  protect  against  extraordinary 
needs  and  the  unknowns  of  the  future.  We  plan 
to  continue  to  augment  this  fund. 

The  Evelyn  J.  and  Joseph  I.  Lubin  Parish  House 
Fund  was  aided  by  generous  contributions  by  Bar¬ 
bara  Goldsmith.  Frank  Perry  and  an  anonymous 
benefactor  and  enabled  us  to  purchase  an  apart¬ 
ment  at  1040  Park  Avenue.  This  apartment  will 
be  occupied  by  Rabbi  and  Mrs.  Nadich  during 
their  retirement,  thus  freeing  993  Park  Avenue 
for  our  new  Rabbi. 

For  as  long  as  I  can  remember.  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  has  been  blessed  with  a  dedicated 
group  of  officers.  We  owe  Duke  Usdan,  our  able 
president,  who  has  been  of  invaluable  assistance 
to  me,  and  all  the  officers  a  vote  of  thanks  for  their 
many  hours,  particularly  at  our  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  meetings,  and  for  their  concern  and  input  in 
helping  to  grapple  with  a  myriad  of  problems  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.  Thanks  also  are  extended  to 
George  M.  Shapiro  and  Joel  J.  Cohen  for  their 
valuable  help. 

Most  of  all  we  are  indebted  to  Barrie  Modlin, 
our  superb  Executive  Director,  for  his  untiring 
efforts.  It  is  hard  to  conceive  that  there  is  a  better 
run  synagogue  in  this  universe.  I  would  also  like 
to  thank  Wendy  Fialkoff  for  assisting  Barrie  and 
doing  such  a  fine  job.
